Subject : — Cotton Textile Export Incentive Scheme Import entitlements against 
exports of Water proof Tarpaulins manufactured out of cotton cloth. 

No. 117 -ITC(PN)/ 60 .— It has been decided that with effect from the quarter 
July—September 1900 exporters of water-proof Tarpaulins manufactured with 
cotton cloth as the basic material will be granted Import entitlement under the 
Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme In the manner specified below: —

2. The import entitlement as specified above will be for import of coaltar dyes, 
textile chemicals etc. in accordance with the Annexure to the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce & Industry Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/58 dated 31st October, 1958. 

3. Coaltar dyes, textile chemicals etc, imported under the Scheme will have to 
be sold only to any unit of the Text'le Industry requiring These items, whether 
such unit is a manufacturer or processor of textiles (cotton, wool or artsilk). The 
sales in such cases will further be subject to the condition that the transactions 
should be reported with sufficient details as to the description of the stores, the 
quantities and the prices involved, to the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, within 
seven days of the date of the transaction. 

4. Details of the procedure for claiming import entitlements by ‘‘Exporters’’ of 
water-proof tarpaulins, will be announced by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 
Issue of Import licences wil be by the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
Bombay, on certification by the Textile Commissioner of the value of the import 
entitlement. Licences will be granted once in a quarter on the basis of exports 
effected in the preceding quarter, 
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Subject : —Import of seed potatoes ($. A’o, 17 /IV) from Burma during the period 
October '60 —March ’61. 

No. 118-ITC(PN)/60.—In pursuance of the Protocol to the Indo-Burma Trade 
Agreement, it has been decided to permit import o£ a limited quantity of seed 
potatoes from Buima on iupee payment during the half vear October, I960—March, 
1361. The imports will be canalised through the State Trading Corporation, who 
are being asked to work through the Established Importers and Established Co¬ 
operative Societies, the share of each individual importer in the business being 
determined on the basis of past imports of seed potatoes made by them during 
any one of the three financial years 11)54-55. 1955-56 and 1956-57. Prices and pro- 
tedurc ior distribution and retail sales will be finalJseo by the State Trading Cor¬ 
poration. 

2. Established Importers intending to participate in this scheme of importing 
seed potatoes from Burma under distributional and price control which will be 
supervised by the Stale Trading Corporation are requested to have their quotas 
established in respect of imports of seed potatoes with the licensing authorities at 
Calcutta and Madras If not already done. Applicants within the jurisdiction of 
JCCI., Madras should submit applications to that authority and applicants from 
other areas should apply to Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports. Calcutta 
Such applications should be submitted to these authorities not later than the 
51st October, i960. 

3, Co-operative Societies who have Imported seed potatoes during any one of 
the three financial years ending 1956-57 and who intend to participate in this 
trade may also produce evidence of past imports to the above authorities if not 
already done.
